NzABLY all the corn is gathered in the southern counties, апда 
good pert is housed іп the north, so that harvest avocations will not 
interfere to any extent with the eporteman's enjoyment. It is no 
use commencing work with standing corn around you, for this only 
harbours the birds. Our advice is the advice which the author of 
the "Menus! of British Sports" emphatically impresses on his 
readers. “Wait,” he says, "till all your corn іе out, and then 
begin throwing off some fine morning, ая soon as the dew is off. 
First, beat for birds in the stubbles, taking care to have very steacy 
dogs, and to give them the wind Ав soon as a covey is found, en- 
deavour to drive them up. by walking to them from a quarter at 
right angles with your dog's point, во that they shall not go straight 
away from you, but pass you, if possible, and give you а obance 
to fire both le, which you will do, at the two first birds which 
get up, they being generelly the old ones; then, either yourself, or 
by your marker, mark dowa the remaining birds, and proceed at 
once to hunt for them wherever they may be, if not more than half 
а mile distant, which іе not likely so early in the season. If they 
heve dropped in turnips, take up опе of your dogs, unless both are 
very steady, and proceed to beat for them carefully. When found, 
they will often get up singly, but if not, then proceed ae in the 
a&abbles, and mark again; the third time they аге almost sure to be 
scattered, and you may then secure all the remaining birds if you 
have good luck and good steady dog When this first covey is 

of, but not till then, proceed to search for another ; and ва 
the дау wears on, try for them on tbe fallows if dry, or in the 
turnips, where they collect in the middle of the day, even if not

The kitchen garden, which has been laid out,and which is 
to supply witu fruit вод vegetables the royal table throughout the | 
year, both at Sandringham and in London, comprises fifteen 
acres of land, seven of which are completely enclosed with brick | 
walle, that on the north side being of great height, and parallel with | 
it are віх large grape conservatories, each feet long. The choice 
fruits and vegetables are to be grown within theinner enclosure, while 
beyond that fruit trees have been planted, and the ordinary fruits and 
vegetables grown. The new labourers’ dwellings, each of which 
is provided with three sleeping apartments, approach eompletion, 
ani others are to be commenced. All the old cottages have been 
repaired, pointed, and engrained. The road on the north-east side 
of the park, leading to West Newton and Appleton has been 
greatly improved and widened; the wild underwood that grew 
out into the road has been replaced by в neat closely-worked fence.

The most extraordinary excitement was caused in Newcastle 
town and district on Monday by the great skiff match between 
Chambers and Oooper for £200 aside and the championship of the 
Tyne.

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LOUI3 NAPOLEON AT CHALONS САМЕ. 


Tuk illustrations in pp. 200-1 are scenes at the great French camp 

of Chalons. Marshal М%Маһоп is the commander-in-chief of the 
cawp, which is composed of evory brauch of the military service. 
Louis Napoleon visits it annually, and this year he уча accom- 
panied by Prince Humbert, heir-apparent to the throne of Italy. 

A letter from the Camp of Chalons, dated Banday, ssys :— 

* At the dinner given by the Emperor on the day of bis arrival 
the young Prince Imperia! addressing General Bourbaki, сх- 
colonel of the 97:h Regiment of tho L'oe, said :—' Colonel, 
1 now form part of your regiment.’ At the dessert the 
prince sang, in the most amusing mauner, one of the 
verses of the famous song ot the  Turco-Doro. During 
dinner orders were seut to all the divisional май) that the 

d'Armee was to get under arms at ten on tho following 
morning and proceed to the left of the camp for a grand mano 19те, 
decided on bstween the Emperor and the Duke of Magenta. Ac- 
cordingly, at the honr appointed the Ist division of infantry, the 
cavalry, and artillery were оп the ground, the men in campaign 
dress, aud having each thirty cartridges instead of ten, as on ordi- 
nary occasions. The Corps d’Armee of the camp marched to 
meet the enemy, and drive them back to Vouziera. The latter corps, 
cowmanded by the Duke de Magenta. crossed the River Veste at Вену 
on the south- weet ої the camp, aud advanced іп the direction of the 
enemy, commanded by Oolonel Borel, first aide-de-camp of the duke. 
Allthe different positions having been taken up, the Emperor arrived 
on ths ground at eleven o'clock. His Maj-sty was іп a carriage with 
General de Montebello, preceded by another in which was the 
Prince Imperial and his equerry, M. Bachon. Prioce Humbert, 
Priooe Napoleon, the Duke de Magenta, and their suites had come 
on horseback. The Emperor having alighted weut with the Prinoe 
to a rising ground from which the matcavres could be seen, and 
the attack commenced by а heavy fire from the batteries of the 
army of the camp against the advancing enemy. The infantry 
afterwards went forward and poured іп volley after volley of 
musketry, while the cavalry repeatedly charged. The enemy made 
a determined resistance, and kept up а strong cannonade, as well 
аза well-supported fire from their infantry, but about half-past 
twelve, being no longer able to maintain their position, they re- 
treated. The Emperor and his visitors aud suite then returned to 
the imperial head-quarters, and there found Marshal Canrobert, 
who had just arrivel Іп the evening the Emperor, the Prince 
Imperial, the other princes, and their suites went to the theatre, 
where his Majesty wee received with loud acclamations, as fears 
bad been entertained that after the fatigues of the day he would 
not have been able to attend. Upwards of 2,000 persons were іп 
the house.” 


Bream TmAvELLING-CARRIXGE.— The inhabitants of Margate 
were much surprised and interested by the arrival of а steam-car- 
riago in the midst of their town, on the afternoon of Friday, Bep- 
tember 2nd. Itcame with the utmost steadiness alung the road 
from the direction of London, and through the streete leading tothe 

turesque sea-side residence of Mr. Frederick Hodges, the well- 
nown distiller of Lambeth. In а word, the carriage belongs to 
this gentleman, who came down by it, accompanied by two or threo 
friends, from London. On the following day, Mr. Hodges kindly 
invited Mr. G. W. M. Reynolds (now staying for afew weoks at 
Margate) and five or six other gentlemen to takea trip with him on 
his “steam phaeton,"—for such it may really be called. The distance 
to Birchington, about four miles, was run in exactly twenty 
mioutes. Nothing сап exceed the steadiness with which the car- 
riage progresses, or the accuracy with which i: із guided. 
Corners are turned with a similar precision and facili у; aud hilig 
are descended in perfect safety, the speed being regulated by the 
“breaks.” The carriage weighs six tone, and the eugine is of 30- 
horse power. It can be worked up to 2001bs., but blows off at 180108. 
Two engine-men are in attendance. Mr Hodges, whose praise- 
worthy exertions on behalf of the establish nent of an effective fire 
brigade in Lambeth are во well known, bas turned hie attention 
towards steam fire-engines: he therefore has a complete practical 
knowledge of the steam-engine generally, and hence the consum- 
mate skill with which hə manages the carriage we are now sp-aking 
of. His experiments are of а most useful scientitic character, 
because, although it never can be expected that steam travelling on 
turnpike roads will supersede railways, yet there are numerous 
cases in which the former might be adopted with advantage. Prompt 
andersy means of communication might thus be established be- 
tween towae at short distances, and in districte lying remote from 
railways ; while, from the different stations of the very тай гвув 
themselves, the conveyance of passengers and goods to the neigh- 
bouring places might be facilitated. At all events Mr. Hodges is 
helping to redace theory to practica, and the success of his experi- 
ments with this steam-carriage must be a source of gratification to 
himself and those who feel any interest in such matters We 
may add that it was built by Oarrett and Co., of Leeds, for Mr. 
Balt, of Saltaire, Bradford, and was presented by this gentle- 
man to Mr. Hodges, who has since caused many improvements to 
be made in its mechanical arrangements. 


SrRANGE Srory.— Dearm оғ AN Unknown Man. — About 
fifteen years эф ваша yacht or pleasure-boat cast anchor in the 
Bay of Gairlooh, on the west coast of the county of Ross The bay 
із one of the most beautiful and sequestered in the Highlands; aud, 
before thet time, the little fishing village аб its head was bardly 
known beyond Ив own district, for the preaent road was made іп 
the year of the great destitution in the Highlands, and no steamers 
thought of trading there till long afterwards. The boat had bat 
but one occupant, and he seemed in no hurry to land; fishing- 
bosts passed and repassod, and with the natural curiosity of vil- 
lagers, ероке with the stranger. He was frank, but not commu- 
nicative — quite disposed for a friendly chat, but never yielded 
more than an abrupt assent to the question, * You'll be a stranger 
here ?” As aupplies ran short he recruited at the village, and seemed 
to have some means. But these failed, the yacht got injured, and 
was run high and dry and went to wreck. The owner wandered 
about for & long time, living on what fish be could catch or 
get, вод though neither churlish nor unsocial, seemed averse 
to asking а favour of any one. Dr. Mackenzie, of Elleanach, 


was at this time managing the estates of his nephew, 
Sir Kenneth Mackenzie, then а minor, and, taking pity 
on the solitary stranger, found employment for him. Не 


proved more then ordiuarily intelligent and apt for business, 
and ав hig conduct was irreproachable, he was advanced in the 
course of years to be local manager оп the Gairloch estate, and be- 
came also agent for tho steamboats of Messrs. D. Hutchinson and 
Oo., which now oall periodically at Gairloch. He assumed the 
name of John Macleod, acquired a good knowledge of the Gseli^ 
language, and soon became а general favourite in the district. 
About three weeke ago he died, leaving no trace of who he was or 
whence he came. The writer of this notice visited the de- 
ceased в few days before his death, but found him, as 
ever, unapproachable regarding his relatives and history. 
The deceased was undoubtedly an Englishman of good 
education, if not something more; he was an excellent man 
of business and correspondent, knew much of English and Scotch 
law and literature, talked of the turf and southern sports with en- 
thusissm, was a genial companion, and whilst he lived in Gairloch 
his conduct was characterised by propriety, shrewdness, and great 
kindness to the poor. But the only fact in his domestic history 
thet Mr. Macleod, as he called himself, ever let slip in course of 
conversation was that he had sistere.
